Flave you ever wanted to know 
bow to do a cheerleading stunt? 


“This is all there is to it: Start out with three girls. Two 
of them (the base) should face each other, with their backs 
upright and their knees bent. Their elbows should almost 
touch their own stomachs. The third girl is called the flyer. 
She starts to move, and on the count of “5, 6, 7, 8”, the base 
girls cup their bands in order to receive and grab hold of the 
flyer's feet. The flyer puts one hand on each base person's 
shoulders and jumps up in the air. On the count of “3, 4’, the 
flyer jumps and places one foot in each person's cupped 
hands. On the count of “5, 6”, the flyer bolds up her hands in 
the air. On the count of “7, 8”, the flyer is at her bighest 
point, with her hands extended all the way. After the stunt 
is finished, the two base people cradle their arms and catch 
the falling flyer. This stunt is called an extenstion prep with 
a cradle, which the freshmen cheerleaders have success- 


fully mastered.” --Freshman Jessica Della Puca
